During the year 1889 143 sheep 
were imported into South Wales from 
Bagdad and other countries. Of these 
eighty-seven were America* Merino*, 
four English Southdown*, ire Oar- 
man Merino*, twenty Shropshire 
Downs and twenty-seven Lincoln*. 

The farmer who feeds hit sheep may 
use his coarse fodder and straw to 
good sd vantage by reeding It liberally 
them. But some grain will Tielp 
matters greatly and If any tort of roots 
grown on the farm the sheep will 
relish them and improve on them. 

It is remarked that "men who make 
the cattlo business a study, and who 
arc in good position to fudge as to the 
future, givo It as their opinion that 
good beef of all classes will sell for a 
hundred more next June then 
they brought during the same period 
last year. Many of these men are 
backing their judgment with their 
money, and are now closing contract* 
" mgh the feeding States at tlx cento 
per pound, taking them at the feed 
pens. This, of course, is for prime 
cattlo.' 

The curious effects of cross breeding 
in domestic animals are very sugget- 
of the diverse character of men 
and women under circumstance*. It 
is a fact that tho blood of average 
Americans is more ciots bred lhau 
that of any other people on tho globe. 
To this fact American superiority Is 
largely due; but It has made tho 
character of our citizens more change- 
able than that of any other people on 
tho globe.

A lato lssne of the Farming World, 
published at Edinburgh, Scotland, 
contains an interesting articlo on the 
inbject of Scotch ram sales in 1890, 
from which wo make some extracts as 
follows : "Sheep breeding has always 
formed an important part in tho agri- 
culture of Scotland. And ovcry 
ruling circumstance seems to point to 
an increase in this branch of farming. 
The Government agricultural returns, 
just to hand, tells as that the number 
of sheep north of the border has in- 
creased from 6,951,449, in 1889, to 
7.36L451, In 1890^»<-ery substantial 
advance in a years time. But while 
it Is satisfactory to fin l the numbers 
having an upward tendency, the most 
gratifying feature is found in the treu- 
erally Increased value of tho animals 
individually." 

Australia furnishes a market for 
probably three times as many Merino 
rams as are yearly told In the United 
States, and for these better prices arc 
paid there than can be obtained in 
this country. Some headway has 
been made In the direction of bringing 
Colonial buyers to an appreciation and 
aeceptanco of tho American standard 
rino sheep, and efforts in this 
behalf need not be abated. Mean- 
while there is a business opening too 
good to be lost along the line of accom- 
odating buyers with such animals as 
'hey now demand, and this may be 
followed without in any wise com- 
promising '.he attitudo of breeders in 
thlt country of mollifying what they 
hare to long held to be the typical 
Merino standard.— I Rrcojfc. 



A hopeful sign for the cattlo business 
D tho near futuro Is found in the fact 
hat ranchmen everywhere are practic- 
ally recognizing the need and impor- 
of pure-bred bolls with which to 
grade up. "There is," says a Texas 
treating of this and kindred 
matters, "hardly a ranchman or even 
:attle raiser on a small scale who 
Joes net need to mako additioni to his 
hard iu the way of other and better 
veil where tho bulls aro suf- 
ficient in number they are not as good 
they should bo; bosidet many of 
them have already been in the herd 
much longer than thoy ought to have 
been, and so should bo taken out. In 
most instances, even where scrubs are 
used, there are not enough of thero. 
Those who insist opon holding on to 
tho scrubs ought to keep plenty of 
them and chango them at often as 
every three years, while those who 
want to keep up with tho demands of 
tho times, and who want to got all the 
pleasure, respectability and profit thore 
tho business out of it, will also 
follow the above suggestloi 
numbers and changes, but will of 
buy the best bolls obtainable 
ot be c.ntont with any ether 
kind. Thoroughbred bulls can be 
bougbi now for from 25 to 60 per cent, 
less money than will have to be paid 
for them one year hence. Cattle of all 
kinds will soon rapidly advance lu 
price. In fact, the appreciation in val 
ucs has already set in, and when once 
fairly begun will apply to all kinds 
and classes of cattle, and in no one 
class will a rapid advance be mora 
noticeable than in thoroughbred bulls.

To Prevent Potato Might. 

As I hav* a great many Iny uirics in 
regard to potato blight and consequent 
rot of the potatoes and as to the pre- 
vention of the same, If any, I will 
state through the World my views on 
the subject. I will also give my idea 
as to what ought to be done to Insure 
crop of one of our moat useful arti- 
cles of diet. In the first place I have 
observed that the blight usually showt 
and mostly on land highly ma- 
d with stable manure, therefore I 
prefer phosphates for fertilizing ; or, if 
possible, secure piece of laud that has 
been used for pasture, such land gen- 
erally growing good, smooth potatoes 
I have found bv experience that there 
certain potatoes that are aim. 
sntlrely proof against blight 1 
rot. These are our earliest 1 
such as Bnibcc Extra Early, 1 
Early Puritan, Early f 
of the Rose, and, In fiajCall of t 
early kind pla»tc(L>riPre tbe first of 
1. In mySfi^crienco a potato 
rlpeus before" tho first of 
August is seldom affected. I hare 
grown all the above kinds and more 
lea this past year and I find that 
early sorts and early plants insure tho 
best result! 1 . Now . 

t| tho People's Potat^was entfi 
from rot. I have alto obs 
that where whit' -skinned potatoes are 
affected badly our red kinds, snch as 
Dakota Red and Wisconsin No. 9». 
are not in the least touched by the 
blight. Thero are several ao-called 
preventatives, but I have not yet 
found any that has been successful. 
Tho trouble lies in the fact that the 
blight comes, like a thief in the night, 
when we least expect it and conse- 
quently when we aro not prepared.

It takes all kinds of people to make 
world, and it would take all kinds of 
live slock to suit them, and a great 
many pcoplo will not be satisfied un- 
til new breeds are invented for their 
own special purpose. Some people 
only be satisfied with one kind, 
other peoplo with other kinds, as there 
a difference in tastes, in conditions 
and in purposes. All these have (p be 
met, and the country is large, tho lives 
of tho peoplo more diversified, and 
there is certainly room for all. 
There is even room for scrubs. As 
rido through tho country we see on 
every tide evidences that this and that 
lan will only be satisfied witli scrub 
stock. Al> h'.s- instincts, belongings, 
and surroundings aro of tho scrub 
irder, and ho must have scrub horses 
and cattle to round out his necessities. 
If there is room for theso scrubs there 
is room for everything else which is 
better( »nd there is no itoek so good 
that it is best for everybody, no matter 
whore thoy live or what their purpose, 
-eoeditfoB or tastes. The effort of 
every true friend of live stock improve- 
ment should bo to disseminate an ac 
ledge of tho poeuliar char- 
acteristics and capabilities of each one 
of tho breeds unuer all the conditions 
under which it ia likely to be main- 
tained, so that any 0110 making a se- 
lection may not err as to which kind is 
really tho best one for him and his 
of Agriculture. 



Uses for Old Papers. 

Most housekeepers know how inval- 
uable newspapers arc for packing 
away tho winter clothing, the printing 
ink acting as a defiance to the ttoutett 
moth, some housewives think, as suc- 
cessfully as camphor or tar paper. For 
this reason newspapers arc invaluablo 
under the carpet, laid over the regular 
>aper. The most valuable 
f newspapers in the kitchen, 
, is their ability to keep out 

c 0 " 1 '" >< enveloped in newspapers so 

fhn all air is shut out will keep a lon- 
ger time than under other conditions, 
and that a pitcher of ice-water laid in 
a newspaper, with the ends of the pa- 
per twisted together to excludo tho air, 
will remain all night in any summer 
room with scarcely any prcceptlble 
melting of the ico. These facto thould 
be utilized oftener than they aro in the 
case of tho sick at night. In frceiing 
ice cream when the ico la tcarce, pack 
the freezer only three-quarters full of 
ice and salt and finish with newspa- 
pers, and the difference in tho time of 
freezing and quality of the eream it not 
preceptible from tho result where the 
freezer is packed full of Ice. After 
removing the dashor it it better to 
cork up the cream and cover it tightly - 
with a packing of newspapers than to 
uso more ice. The newspapers retain 
the cold already in the ice better than 
a packing of cracked ice and salt, 
which must have crevice* to admit the 
air.— [Arthur's Home Magazine.

Similar cold waves 
spread from Siberia and Russia south- 
east over Europe, and from Thibet 
southeast over China and Japan, as 
also from tho Andes eastward over the 
plains of Sonth America. Si :h cold 
waves aro the result of an adjiLstmcnt 
of the temperature In the different 
strata of tho air from the surface of 
the ground up to a great height. The 
cold is always dry air in tho lowest 
stratum, cooled by radiation toward 
tho cold ground below it and toward 
tho clear sky abovo it until it accumu- 
lates in deep layers in tho long winter 
nights of tho Arctio regions and then 
flows toward any region from which 
warm air ia ascending. 

Cold waves aro associated very close- 
ly with extensive areas of low barom- 
eter (regions of warm ascending air) ; 
they usually occur to tho west and 
northwest of a low area and follow 
after it. Tho storm center moves in an 
easterly or southeasterly direction. 

owever, aro not tho severest 
kinds of cold waves, their effects last- 
ing but a short timo. Tho severer and 
prolonged cold waves aro associated 
with extend VC areas of very high bar- 
ometric pressure, which make their 
first appearsnee in tho regions north 
from Lako Winnipeg, in Manil " 
ward tho west and of cnormc 
they spread southeast and cast.
